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British Columbia Convention. 

The British Columbia Convention lias 
•concluded its session at New Westminster, 
.•anil adjourned to meet at Fort Hope, at '.he 
.cull of the chairman. So fur, its action has 
<tieen very harmonious : and instead of fol- 
lowing the dicta of the New Westminster 
Times, to become a convention to suggest 
.certain things to the Governor, it has very 
properly confined itself to certain leading 
• objects, of which n resident governor and 
representative institutions are the chief! It 
■has acted as though it had certain acknow- 
ledged rights; and was determined to be 
satisfied with no half-way measures as a 
substitute. We de'rtainly commend them 
for it. The ordinary political position of 
colonists is subordinate enough in a national 
point of view, without sinking still lower in 
political privileges. 

Tho ■Convention voted a petition to lbs 
.Governor, asking for representative institu- 
tions'. To this. an answer was received that 
he (the Governor) had it not in his power to 
^confer representative institutions on the col- 
ony. He agreed that some districts were 
prepared for self-government, but that others 
were not. Such being the explicit answer 
to the first step in the programme, the Con 
vention then addressed an able Memorial to 
the Duke of Newcastle. It is very clear 
that Gov. Douglas is not favorable to repre- 
sentative institutions in British Columbia. 
Ho, in answer to an address from the New 
Westminster Town Council welcoming him | 
to the town, staled that the British element 
was too small. This we do not agree with. 
Yet we believe it can easily he made larger 
by uniting the two polunies. That would 
have been done long ago, if the two branches 
of our legislature had done its duty. It is 
the first great measure that should command 
tire attention of the legislature at its next 
session. The idea of dividing up into sec- 
tions, two colonies, two countries with- 
out population enough for one good town, is 
perfectly absurd. Why it is so, we believe 
must be attributed to tho fears of our rulers 
that they are incapable of ruling a united 
people of 10,000 or 12,000! "Divide and 
govern" is their motto; buta bad one it is. 
It has already given birth to sectionalism ; 
causes tho government to be dearer ; gives 
a stunted growth to British institutions on 
this coast; and absolutely retards the pros- 
perity of both colonies. 

The Convention appears determined that 
the Uuke of Newcastle shall hear from 
them; for they forwarded a copy of the me- 
morial through the Governor, and another by 
mail. Besides, the services of Roebuck are 
requested to present another to the. House of 
Commons In addition, we learn that a 
considerable number will be distributed 
through private sources in England. 

The memorial complains of not receiving 
any answer to the petition sent to England 
last May; alludes to the evil consequonces 
.of an absentee Governor, Colonial Secretary, 
anil Attorney General : and petitions fur a 
resident .Governor and representati ve insti- 
tutioiis. The Convention evidently is not 
in favor ol Gov. Douglas being the resilient 1 
Governor, as they n-k for one who will be 
thoroughly identified with British Columbia, j 
Nothing is said against union in the memo- 
rial ; but it may ln> inferred that the Con- 
vention is opposed to it. A charge is also 
brought against the Goveinoi of fostering j 
Vancouver Island at the expense ol liritish i 
Columbia. This is on the ground of not 
remitting the duties for ship-building pur- 
poses'. Several other grievances of minor 
'import are alluded to. On the whole, we 
believe that the memorial will bring Down- 1 
iag-street to its senses, and possibly cause 
some of tho absentees to go where they get 
their salaries from, or exert themselves to 
unite tho Colonies.

We observe by the British Columbian that 
the people of New Westminster, in solemn 
conclave assembled on Tuesday last, and 
presided over by His Excellency Governor 
Dongla?, declined co-operating with thin 
colony in representing jointly their indus- 
trial resources. They prefer to act inde- 
pendently- At this era in their struggles for 
representative institutions, they deem it desir- 
able to act seporately in order to show their 
talentt, at least it is so alleged. All the 
harm we wish them is success; yet wts con- 
fess that the good people over the gulf arc a 
littlo too sensitive. To show our generosity, 
we assure tho British. Columbia Committee 
that we will not offer the smallest objection 
if they think proper to collect specimens of 
tho resources of Vancouver Island for the 
Exhibition. We really believe it would not 
detract from the prestige ol Vancouver talent 
in the slightest degree ; but it might add to 
our importance. We are not over eenfsilive, 
if New Westminster is; and we may there- 
foie expend something to advance tho inter- 
ests of British Columbia, believing that in 
doing so we further our own interests.

horrible than that of the Prince of Kung 
complaining of the want of " friendliness " 
in tlie actions of the English nation, arid 
taking credit for the good treatment of his 
English prisoners, while Mr. 1'arkes and Mr. 
Loch lay loaded with chains and secured 
with boards in loathsome dungeons, and 
wdiile others through the hot .lays and cold 
niuhts were famishing with thirst and linn- 
gor, ami dying ono after the other in agonies 
too terrible to be recalled. For all these 
things the bureaucracy of Pekin is directly 
responsible. They must have had reports 
day by day, aud boor by hour, of the state of 
the prisoners, for we can trace the changes 
in the treatment which occurred as man 
alter man died, and as every act of energy 
by the allied ar ny occurred. 

It litis now been proved that the people of 
China have no sympathy with the tyrants 
who were guilty of this outrage, and no 
hatred of US, that they are kept down by 

the more force of tlie Tartar army ; that wo 
should have entered Pekiu luther ns deliver? 
ers than as enemies, and that the surrender 
was less the act of ttie government than the 
command of the people. Cur rage, however, 
had scarcely time to foam before the cold 
drop fell which restrained it while rising and 
caused it to subside. We were then startled 
by the intelligence that after we had for 1-1 
days occupied Pekin the enemy had made 
complete submission and such reparation as 
can be made. We learn that peace was al- 
ready restored ; the treaty confirmed and 
ratified : and that the allied army, after 
three weeks' possession of tho capital of 
China, had departed from the city. The 
sudden satisfaction this news creates is so 
great that we check ourselves in our anger, 
half in surprise and half in joy- VVe re- 
member that this Treaty was made while 
both the Fnglish ami the French armies 
were yet burning with resentment at the 
treatment of their prisoners and the murder 
of their friends, and wdiile Pekin was en- 
tirely at the mercy of the allies. , We can- 
not, therefore, duubl that the Treaty now 
concluded and the indemnity now exacted 
are id' the most complete and sufficient char- 
acter. As to matters of mere Court eti- 
quette, we have always held them in small 
estimation. It (tan be of little importance 
now, even to the lowest coolie in Pekin, 
whether Ilienfung shall or shall not receive 
the Ambassador of Queon Victoria at an 
audience, since the whole population of 
Pekin has seen him compelled to tolerate 
the presence of her army upon the walls of 
his capital. 

And now wo have accomplished all that 
for four years has been constantly and 
strenuously urged in this journal as the only 
policy which could ever succeed in bringing 
our disputes with the Chinese to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion. Amid spatterings of abuse 
from our habitual revilers: amid grave rep- 
rehension from military and naval critics, the 

0. acles of timid councils, and against the 
eager warnings of sinollogues, w ho dreaded 
that destruction of that sacred system of the 
Mandarins, we have insisted, in season and 
out of season, thai the only safe, effectual, 
and humane expedient for putting an end to 
ever-recurring Chinese wars was to show 
IVeFfir'iVAYj.i." anus at Pekin. At hist it has. 
or to that of others who saw Iho question in 
ihe same light, but it has been forced upon 
Lord Elgin bv the tailure of his own policy, 
and by the confidence which tlie policy pro- 
duced in the Chinese. His anxiety to treat 
made them hold out. and li he had at the 
outset declared that ho would listen to no 

1, r „ losilion except undei th.. walls ol Pekin, 
be would probably never have found occa- 
sion to mount those walls. But tins wild 
impossible, bloodthirsty scheme, of which 
we have so hum willingly borne iht odium, 

has I u executed, and the whole of Ihe 

bloodshed .-I' this decisive campaign has 
certainly not been greater than that perpe- 
trated (Ii any one ..l those useless opera- 
tions which were constantly occurring about 
our local squabbles. It is hard to gunge 
the obstinacy and the treachery <>t the 
bureauoy at Pekin. or to prophesy the is- 
sue of the race which will now be tun be- 
tween the inlerwining commercial interests 
of Chinese ami European traders, and the 
fadin" memory of Iho lesson which, is now 
strong upon the minds ol the Tartars ; but 
we beli iu this treaty will be kept, and the 
strongest Beala to secure it will be the 
footpTintH of the English soldiers upon in* 
walls of Pekin.
